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ABOUT  OUR  COVER 

This  issue's  cover  features  the  ever  popular  "Onepapa"  five  dollar 
silver  certificate  of  1899.  It  is  being  used  to  call  attention  to  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  1977  souvenir  card  to  .be  issued 
for  the  forthcoming  ANA  convention  to  be  held  in  Atlanta. 

The  plate  for  this  note  was  engraved  by  George  Smillie  in  Novem- 
ber of  1899.  The  subject  was  from  an  earlier  photograph  of  Chief. 

Running  Antelope  of  the  Uncpapa  Tribe  of  the  Sioux.  According 
to  several  sources.  Running  antelope  was  photographed  in 

the  typical  Sioux  war  bonnet  which  was  considerably  higher  than 
the  headdress  in  the  engraving.  For  aesthetic  purposes,  Smillie 
supposedly  photographed  a shorter  Pawnee  bonnet  and  superimposed 
this  on  Running  Antelope's  picture.  Since  the  Sioux  and  the  Pawnee 
were  rival  tribes,  I imagine  this  did  not  find  much  favor  with  either 
group,  but  then  in  the  1800's  no  one  was  concerned  about  the 
Indians-.  In  any  event  this  note  is  one  of  our  most  beautiful  pieces 
of  currency  and  is  widely  sought  by  collectors  today.

Gittleman  has  periodically 
discussed  the  Burden  of  Responsibility  in  trades  so  well  that  nearly 
everyone  knows  where  the  risks  lie. 

It's  a good  refresher  to  go  back  and  reread  some  of  our  chairman's  re- 
commendations and  "ground  rules"  because  they  still  make  sense  for 
any  level  of  trading  by  mail.  Especially  those  from  the  loose-leaf  issues 
in  the  1975  to  1976  period.  But  then,  certain  understandings  had  to 
be  spelled  out  because  the  exchange  was  hearing  more  complaints  a 
couple  years  ago  than  it  does  now.  Fortunately,  most  of  the  inactive 
or  nbnresponsive  members  have  dropped  or  been  removed. 

Thus,  our  FRN  Exchange  is  healthier  and  probably  more  reliable  than 
it  has  been  in  a long  time.  We  are  indeed  grateful  that  Irv  Gittleman 
has  volunteered  his  time  over  the  years  to  keep  this  PMCM  feature  go- 
ing strong.  I've  made  surprisingly  many,  many  enjoyable  trades  just  with 
$5  denominations  by  using  that  regular  check  list. 

Here's  more  news  about  USPS  changes  of  interest  to  collectors:  Insurance 
service  will  now  be  available  on  First  Class  mail  if  it  contains  merchandise 
which  could  be  mailed  at  the  third  or  fourth  class  rates.  According  to  the 
Postal  Bulletin,  Sealed  pieces  should  be  endorsed  'Third  Class  Mail 
Enclosed"  or  "Fourth  Class  Mail  Enclosed"  in  addition  to  the  First- 
class  or  Priority  Mail  endorsement." 

As  discussed  in  a past  article.  Domestic  Airmail  was  merged  (Much  to  my 
disappointment)  with  first  class  mail  in  October  1975.  On  May  1,  1977,  for 
whatever  it's  worth,  domestic  airmail  quietly  ceased  to  exist  in  a legal  sense. 

You  can  still  send  packets  or  parcels  by  registered  mail  if  desired. 

Also,  if  you  have  correspondents  in  Canada  or  Mexico,  those  countries 
will  now  process  all  U.S.  origin  letters  class  mail  (13<t:  first  ounce,  1 1<j: 
each  additional  ounce)  in  the  respective  Airmail  system.  For  the  best 
letter  service  to  all  other  countries,  we  should  continue  to  use  in- 
ternational mail  air. 

Sanford  J.  Durst's  long  awaited  "Collector  and  Investor  Guidebook" 
covers  some  gray  area  topics  that  I raised  in  last  years  Rag  Picker 
questionnaire.  He  has  chapters  on  Estate  and  Tax  Planning,  Safekeeping 
Appraisals,  Customs,  Wills,  Advice  to  Inheritor  of  a Collection, Charitable 
Donations,  samples  of  Authentication  forms  and  many  other  hobby 
pretections.  Nearly  half  the  book  consists  of  blank  forms  by  which  to 
make  your  own  itemized  inventory. 

This  article  concludes  the  regular  series  of  announced  survey-style  topics. 
Future  articles  will  appear  on  an  As-Needed  basis.  It's  been  a little  tough 
for  me  anyway,  to  condense  and  edit  each  article  down  to  a reasonable 
length,  and  yet  keep  enough  reader  contributed  items  in  to  show  a con- 
sensus. But  the  series  has  definitely  been  fun  and  I want  to  thank  those 
of  you  who  have  sent  your  opinions  and  experiences.  After  all,  the  ob- 
jective has  been  to  stimulate  the  more  experienced  collectors  to  share 
some  of  their  interesting  stories  with  the  rest  of  us,  whether  through  my 
series  or  their  own  article. 
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Now  I want  to  extend  my  own  small,  yet  sincere.  Note  of  Appreciation 
to  Harriet  and  Ralph  for  their  six  years  plus  of  unbroken  faithful  work 
at  "Headquarters"  of  PMCM.  Hundreds  of  other  satisfied  members  will 
soon  send  their  own  words  of  gratitude. 

Naturally,  we're  disappointed  that  you  cannot  continue  on.  Your  suc- 
cessors will  find  you  a tough  act  to  follow!  So  we  reluctantly  accept 
your  "retirement"  decision  and  wish  you  the  best  in  fulfillment  of 
your  future  plans.

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UNKNOWN  UNITED  STATES  FRACTIONAL 
CURRENCY  TRIAL  PIECE  DISCOVERED 

A United  States  (Second  Issue)  fractional  currency  trial  piece,  pre- 
viously believed  to  be  unknown,  was  discovered  and  purchased  at  the 
First  National  Paper  Money  Convention  in  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

The  Convention  General  Chairman,  Mike  Crabb,  had  noticed  the  piece 
in  a dealers  case.  He  thought  it  an  unusual  piece  and  brought  it  to  my 
attention  knowing  of  my  interest  in  fractional  currency. 

The  trial  piece,  a verticle  pair,  has  folds  and  pin  holes.  There  is  also 
legible  writing  on  the  margins  with  dates  Feb.  19  on  one  margin  and 
D-No  9 Feb.  16,  1863  on  the  other.  The  Second  Issue  U.S.  Fractional 
Currency  notes  were  issued  from  October  10,  1863  to  February  23, 
1867. 

The  notes  rarity  was  verified  by  Len  Glazer,  a U.S.  fractional  currency 
specialist  dealer  from  New  Yorkand  Martin  Gengerke  a U.S.  fractional 
collector  and  researcher.  They  said  the  upper  note  was  very  rare,  two  or 
three  unknown.  The  bottom  note  with  the  25  surcharge  printed  on  the 
obverse,  normally  placed  on  reverse,  was  unknown  and  that  two  notes 
still  attached  was  also  believed  to  be  unknown.

I have  never  seen  a group  of 
dealers  (and  there  were  many)  so  eager  and  cooperative  to  discuss  paper 
money  without  the  distraction  of  coins. 

Everyone  certainly  felt  on  that  day  the  joys  of  paper  money  collecting 
that  have  long  thrilled  the  Bill  Donlins,  Chuck  O'Donnells  and  Grover 
Criswells. 

The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County  was  well  represented  by  Chuck 
O'Donnell,  Art  Leister  and  Vernon  Oswald.

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TEN  WAYS  TO  COLLECT 
FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTES 


Many  of  the  established  collectors  tend  to  forget  that  the  newer  collec- 
tors need  to  learn  the  basics,  things  we  take  for  granted. 

Here  are  the  ten  most  popular  ways  to  collect  current  size  Federal  Re- 
serve Notes.  I will  write  about  $1.00  notes  but  $2-$5-$10  notes  could 

be  collected  by  most  of  the  same  methods. 

1.  TYPE  Set:  one  note  of  each  issue,  1 963-1 963A  ect.  This  shows 
the  different  signature  combinations. 

2.  REGULAR  DISTRICT  Set:  consists  of  one  note  from  each  of  the 
twelve  districts  (if  issued  by  all)  without  regard  to  block  letters  or 
serial  numbers.  Block  letters  are  the  prefix  and  suffix  of  the  serial 
number. 

3.  STAR  DISTRICTS  Set:  contains  one  note  from  each  of  the  twelve 
districts  with  a star  in  place  of  the  suffix  letter. 

4.  BLOCK  DISTRICT  Set:  consists  of  all  possible  block  letter  and  star 
star  combinations  from  all  districts.  Number  of  notes  will  vary  from 
each  district  and  each  issue  will  have  a different  total  number  of 
notes  to  collect. 

5.  MATCHED  ENDING  REGULAR  DISTRICT  Set:  usually  the  last 
two  numbers  are  the  same  on  all  twelve  notes,  but  could  be  last 
last  three  or  four. numbers. 

6.  MATCHED  ENDING  STAR  DISTRICT  Set:  same  as  the  above  but 
all  notes  are  star  notes. 

7.  MATCHED  ENDING  BLOCK  DISTRICT  Set:  all  possible  block 
and  star  combinations  ending  in  same  last  two  or  more  numbers. 

8.  MATCHING  REGULAR  DISTRICT  AND  SERIAL  NUMBER  Set: 
tougher  than  methods  5 or  6 due  to  only  one  set  possible  out  of 
every  1200  notes.  The  last  two  digits  in  the  serial  number  match, 
are  the  same  as,  the  district  number  on  the  note. 

9.  MATCHING  STAR  DISTRICT  AND  SERIAL  NUMBER  Set:  same 
as  above  except  all  notes  are  star  notes. 

10.  COPE  AND  CONVENTIONAL  BLOCK'Set:  the  toughest  of  all, 
and  will  soon  be  obsolete  as  all  printing  will  be  done  only  by  COPE. 
This  method  calls  for  all  different  press  runs  of  cope  or  conventional 
printings  to  be  saved.  You  can  have  several  press  runs  with  the  same 
block  letters  intermixed  of  cope  and  conventional  printings.  The 
only  difference  is  in  the  size  of  the  serial  numbers  with  the  COPE 
numbers  being  slightly  fatter  in  appearance.
